Over 1,000 ( convicts in McAlester Pen. 
Oklahoma City. Ok , July 24.—Ac­ 
cording to a report made by R. w 
Dick, warden of the state peniten­ 
tiary, there were June 30 in the Mc­ 
Alester prison 1,074 prisoners, 549 c. 
whom were negroes, 545 white, sixty- 
five Indians, six Mexicans, nine wo­ 
men, five white and four black. In 
addition, 
five 
prisoners 
were 
held 
there for safe keeping, most of them 
being under the death sentence. 
The prison holds 133 life convicts, 
more than any other class except the 
two-year men, who are 164 in num­ 
ber. Classified, five of the prisoners 
are under fifty-year sentences, four 
for thirty years, eleven for twenty- 
five years, five for forty years and 
one for forty-five years. The crime 
of burglary claims 140 of the p in ­ 
ones and manslaughter 105.

Prosser, president of the Land Own­ 
ers’ association, who has received ad­ 
vices from 
United 
States 
Senator 
Jones that Walter L. Fisher, secretary 
of the Interior, has granted the ap­ 
plication of the Klickitat Irrigation 
and Power company for a canal right 
of way through the North Yagima and 
the Vancouver 
land 
districts. 
Mr. 
Mineah says that the entire acreage, 
which is owned by farmers and ranch 
ors, has been pledged on a basis of 
not more than $60 an acre for water 
rights. Ult is estimated by L. M. Rice, 
chief engineer, that the project will 
cost between $12,000,000 and $15,000,- 
000 and will require three years to 
put it into operation. Winter is to be 
taken from the two forks of the Klick 
itat river also the Big Muddy river, 
and conducted to the land over the 
government 
reservation 
along 
south slope of Simcoe mountains.

In the two 
districts there are nineteen prospec­ 
tive candidates 
f3r 
congress 
with 
more of them still in the background. 
None of these have much of a chance 
of going to congress unless the two 
big districts 
now 
represented 
by 
Carter and Ferris, and which are as 
democratic as Texas, are cut up -into 
a number of smaller district< 
II* re 
is where the trouble will come in 
any attempt to redistrict the stat? 
for each aspirant for congress nat­ 
urally will want a district formed 
suitable to his own purposes and 
which will exclude the home towns 
of Ferris and Carter. 
Little Hope for Agreement. 
In Ferris’* district there are twelve 
congressional candidates and cigiu <: 
them are members of the legislature. 
In Carter’s district, the Fourth, there 
are -even prospective candidates for 
congressional honors and ail but two 
are members of the legislature. Sev­ 
eral members of the legislature also 
are prospective candidates in other 
districts. Owing to the conflicting am ­ 
bitions of members of the legisla­ 
ture any agreement among them as to

reapportionment,

legislature are bombarding tile gov­ 
ernor to call a ’special session tor 
reapporrionment purposes.

ambitions. 
Would Squelch Murray. 
Some of the Truce

feeling that his ambitions could he 
squelched by a judicious reapportion­ 
ment, are anxious for this added rea­ 
son that the governor call a spo< la! 
.session of the legislature. 


In the event of no reapportionment 
and in case congress adopts a basis 
that will give Oklahoma eight con­ 
gressmen, this state will elect three 
congressmen at large next year. lr 
is loelieved that they will be demo­ 
cratic as the complexion of the smte 
at large normally is democratic. If 
the democrats re-elected the thre^ 
present democratic congressmen this 
would give the party six of the eight 
Oklahoma congressmen.
